attoꝛding to theſe pzopoztions foz greater oz leſſer quantities, either in groſſe oz by retaile · 


places within this Realm where vines are landed, and within ten miles of choſe Poꝛts 
and plates. And it is Our plealure, that in places where wines by land carriage ſhall be 
conveighed moze then ten miles from the next Poꝛt, the ſeverall ſozts of Wines afoze- 
ſaid , ſhall and may be ſold accozding to the Rates afozeſadtd , allowing four 
pounds in the Tun, oz one peny in the Quart foz the Carriage thereof upon Land, 
every thirtie miles from the next convenient Pozt; And attoꝛding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, 
and not at greater rates: Straitely charging and tommanding luch of Our Dubjects.and 
others whom it ſhall concern, that none ofthem during the time afozeſaid , pzeſume to ſell 
any of the laid wines in groſſe, oꝛ by retail, at higher rates then by this Our Pꝛotlamation 
are appointed, under the foꝛfeitures and penalties mentioned in the ſaid Dtatute , and other 
the Lawes and Statutes of this Realm ozdainedin that behalf, and ſuch further pains 
and penalties as by the LawsandStatutesof this Realm tan oꝛ may be inflicted upon wil- 
full tontemners ot this Our Royallcommand : Requiring and tommanding all Payozs, 


Our pP oꝛts, and all others whom it chall concern, diligently to attend the execution of this 
Our plealure, and to gibe infoꝛmation to the Loꝛds and others ot Our Pztvie Countell, 
of the Delinquents, that they may be pꝛoteededagainſt, and reteibe puniſhment attoꝛding to 
their demerits.
